SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 14.— 
Late this afternoon the corener’s 
gury brought in a verdict charg- 
ing Roscoe (Fatty) Arbuckle, 
with manslaughter as a result of | 
the death of the movie actress, 
Virginia Rappe. 

The verdict was as follows: 

“We, the jury, found that the 
said Virginia Rappe came to her 
death on September 2, 1921, at 
the Wakefield” Sanatoriuin ’ from 
rupture of the bladder, contribu- 
tory cause peritonitis, and 

“We further found that said 
rupture was caused by the appli- 
eation of some form of violence, 
which, frem the evidence submit- 
ted, we believe was applied by 
said one Roscoe Arbuckle. 

“We, the undersigned jurors, 
charge Roscoe Arbuckle with 
manslaughter. 

“We, the jury, recommend that 
the district attorney of San. 
Francisco, with the conjunction 
with the grand jury, the chief of 
police, the federal prohibition of- 
ficials, take steps to prevent a 
recuurence of affairs similar to 
the one in which this young 
woman lost her life so that San 
Francisco shall not be made_the 
Rendezvous of the debauchee and 
gangster.” . > 
One dissenting juror added: 

“I, the undersigned juror, find 
that said Virginia Rappe came 
to her death from peritonitis .. 
caused by a rupture of the uri- 
Mary bladder, Said application 
was caused by the application of 
some force and from the evidence 
submitted I am unable to deter- 
mine who was responsible for 
the application of said force.”
